Under the provisions of 37 C.F.R. §§ 1 .56, 1 .97 and 1 .98, Applicant submits 
herewith information that the Office may wish to consider in examination of the subject 
application. 

The applicant has the following comments regarding the attached references: 

DE PS 26 998 refers to a device for fixing the wings of rotatable wing stands. 

DE 35 42 495 A1 describes a display or exposition stand consisting of a basis, a 
support and display or exhibition plates, the plates being detachably hanged up in 
supporting rings arranged one above the other on the support by means of hooks or 
hook-like armatures or others provided on the plates. 

DE 82 25 499 refers to a display stand consisting of a basis and a vertical 
support resting on the basis. The support may be pivoted around its vertical axis and is 
formed as a rod or a tube on which protruding supporting arms are arranged in radial 
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direction. Supporting hool<s for flanging up the goods to be sold are mounted on the 
free ends of the supporting arms. 

DE 87 15 167 refers to a device for displaying especially tiles consisting of a 
stand with at least one supporting frame mounted on the stand and being pivotable 
around a vertical axis and of a vertical presentation plat for the titles to be attached to It, 
the supporting frame comprising an upper and a lower arm protruding from its vertical 
swivelling axis for fixing the presentation plate to the upper and lower arm.
